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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed 27 June 2007 has been accepted and entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 20, 22-32, and 34 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 20, the prior art of record does not disclose or reasonably 
suggest, along with the other claimed limitations, a method for producing a radiation 
detector comprising: namely, using as a vapor deposition source a mixture of a first 
material including at least one of CdTe, ZnTe, and CdZnTe and a second material 
including at least one of CdCl 2 or ZnC^. 

Regarding claim 22, the balance of claims is found allowable due to their 
dependence upon an already allowed claim and lacking any technical errors. 

Regarding claim 23, the prior art of record does not disclose or reasonably 
suggest, along with the other claimed limitations, a method for producing a radiation 
detector comprising: namely, using as a sublimation source a mixture of a first material 
including at least one of CdTe, ZnTe, and CdZnTe and a second material including at 
least one of CdC^ or ZnCh. 

Regarding claims 24-32 and 34, the balance of claims is found allowable due to 
their dependence upon an already allowed claim and lacking any technical errors.

CI.
